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New weapon designs may be OK’d for U.S. 



WASHINGTON (AP) — The Bush administra- 
— tion-hoa told-numufocturcrs of six semiautomatic 
assault-style rifles banned from import lost sum- 
mer that new designs of the weapons conform to 
U.S. laws, ofltcials said Monday. 

“We have approved prototypes and said, Tf you 
. tnonufocttire this weapon for import, it would be 
approved,”’ said Jack Killorin; spokesman for the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

The bureau was not immediately aware of 
whether the manufacturers or importers of such 
weapons os the Uzi carbine and the AK-47 had 
sou^t permits to bring in any of the new weapons, 
he said. Since the new designs lack the military- 
style hardware of the harmed, weapons, gun 
fanciers may not wont them and the.manufacturcrs 
may decide not to bother producing them, he said. 

'They have to ask whether what we’re asking 
for is a marketable item,” Killorin said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The gap 
between rich and poor widened so 
much in the 1980s that the richest 1 
percent receive nearly as much of 
Americans' total income after taxes 
as the bottom 40 percent, a liberal re- 
search group said Monday.

Florida denies its athletic program is^out of control

GAINESVILLE, Fla. — Despite admit- 
ting major rul es violation s i»_its_fQQtball. 
"'aiid'b'u.skelball' programs, the Umversity of 
Florida insists a compliance program in 
place since 1984 is working. 

"It’s like the IRS (Intcniul Revenue Ser- 
vice).” school president John V. Lombardi 
said Monday. "You can’t prevent people 
from doing die wrong thing." 

Florida acknowledges in an l.lOO-pagc 
response to an official letter of inquiry from 
the NCAA that fonner coaches Cialcn Hall 
and Nonn Sloun ran afoul of the niics. It de- 
nies, however, that infniclions occurring 
from 1985..to l988.daiioiistratcd a lack of- 
instilutional controf over the football and 
basketball programs the conches run. 

Lombardi said 'doe'umcnis made public 
Monday otTer a step-by-slcp account of the 
wrongdoing and clearly shows the .school 


has appropriate checks and balances to 
maintain control “although from time to 
time people will stray from the 'straight and 
-narrow.’- 

The president emphasized that swift cor- 
rective action, including forcing Hall and 
Sloan to resign when violations were dis- 
covered, as well as a strong compliance pro- 
gram that is updated constantly show Flori- 
da has tried do things the right way since 
being placed on probation for football vio- 
lations six years ago. 

As repeat violators, the , Southeastern 
Conference school is a candidate for the 
NCAA’s so-called dcoth penally - the tem- 
porary suspension of either or both sports - 
• but -Lombardi doesn’t expect such severe 
punisluncnt. 

“One con never prejudge whnt a commit- 
tee of its peers will do." Lombardi said. 

“We don't think, If you review the evi- 
dence. thnt you will find any justification 


for the death penalty," he said. "We would 
hope the NCAA will recognize there is very 
little point in penalizing existing coaches 
-and-playcrs“who"havc ‘ not"participatcd"iri'' 
any of the activities that are at issue." 

Florida was placed on probation for two 
years in 1984 and the football program is 
still feeling the cITccts of scholarship re- 
strictions imposed os part of the sanctions. 
The team also was prohibited from appear- 
ing on live television and barred from bowl 
games in 1984 and 1985. 

Lombardi said some kind of financial 
penalty, such os returning some money 
earned from the NCAA basketball tourna- 
ment. might be appropriate in this cose but 
not sanctions like those imposed in 1984. 

"We don’t think this case is the same as 
that (1984) cose.” the president said. “Wc 
think the allegations ore nowhere near os se- 
rious.” 

The university’s lengthy re.sponsc, deliv- 


ered to tlic NCAA last Friday, stressed a be- 
lief that its,complinncc system is good but 
that a school can’t co ntrol everything a h ead 
cba'ciro'r his aSistahts and playcre do. 

“The university believes this case repre- 
sents the last remnants of an attitude that 
had prevailed among some individuals 
whose association witJi the university’s ath- 
letics program predated the 1984 case,” the 
response said. 

"That these attitudes persisted among 
those few amidst repeated warnings, and in 
the face of an enhanced compliance pro- 
gram, is an embarrassment and a disap- 
pointment. The. university, however, be- 
lieves that it is evidence of human frailty 
and not of institutional weakness." 

The document concluded that five infrac- 
tions detailed by (he NCAA were the result 
of conduct by coache.s that could not be de- 
tected by the school's monitoring system 
“or any other compliance program.”

lust minute by Gov. Cecil Andrus' veto. 

O'Connor may not lake on such dispro- 
portionate impor1.incc in the future. Liber- 
al Justice William Brennan’s retirement, 
and his replacement by Judge David 
Souier, could end the importance of 
.swing voles on a variety of issues. 

If Soiiter sides with conservatives al- 
ready on the court, the question of what 
O'Connor will .iccepl could be irrelevanf. 
Abortion rights established by the 1973 
Roe vs. Wade decision could be swept 
away: , 

, Or so the conventional wisdom goes. 

The conventional wisdom isn’t always 
right, of course. Justices, once appointed 
to their lifelong terms, do not always live 
up to the expectations of the presidents 
who appointed them. 

Brennan, for example, w.as appointed 
by President Eisenhower, a Republican. 
Likewise, the Reagan appointees have 


yielded a le.ss conservative court than 
hard-line coaservutives would have 
wished. 

So far, we don't know much about 
Souier. Regardless of hi,s leanings on 
abortion, however, Id.'iho and other states 
can expect an intensified abortion battle. 
Tlie very possibility of a sixth coaserva- 
tive vote will energize anti-abortion 
zealotry. 

In Idaho, we probably can expect an- 
other attempt to pass a restrictive abortion 
law. At the very least, we'll see a fight 
over replacing Idaho’s "iriggcrjaw.’’ 

That law, which would have criminal- 
ized abortion if Roc vs. Wade were over- 
turned. was repealed this year. Tlic pro- 
life side surely cannot ignore tiiat void. 

Yet we have doubts about the pro-lif- 
ers’ ability to, exert much force in Idaho. 
Tlicy took their best shot in the 1990 Leg- 
islature and came back empty-handed. 
Tlic November election is more likely to 
lessen their legislative strength than Co en- 
hance it. 

All such discussions arc speculative, of 
course. In any case, however, the court’s 
personnel change puts increased 
responsibility on the nation's state 
legislators, governors and voters themselves. 

If the court grows less inclined to guar- 
antee abortion rights, voters mast insist 
that their elected ofiicials take up the bur- 
den.

Outbreaks of measles across the country 
tliis year have brought much-nccdcd atten- 
tion to the inadequacies of our nation's im- 
munization efforts. I think most people 
would be surprised to Icum that more than 
onc-qunrtcr of American prcscl\polers'are 
not fully immunized against rnsVcntablc 
diseases. It is frightening, to»|; that in 1989 
there was a more than 400 pijrccnt increase 
in the nurhber of measles casVs. Our immu- 
nization program is becoming weakened 
before we have eradicated diseases. 

Inad^cquatc funding, publ ic aw arene.ss _ 

and access to health care arc compoun’dmg’ 
the problem. In many states, funds for pub- 
lic clinics do not meet the needs. Too many 
parents also are not aware of the necc-ssity 
for early and rcgulffimmunizations. And 
so many children have no health insurance, 
particularly insurance that covers preven- 
tive care scrvice.s. causing fiiem to go with- 
out timely immunizations and other health 
care. 

In Idaho alone we have had 21 reported 
ca.ses of measles, 46 of Gemtun mexstes 
(Rubella) and 105 of mumps. . 

.. _ As a pediatrician, and member of the 
American Acndemjj of Pediatrics (AAP), I 
believe that immunizations arc the single . 
most cost cfTectivc procedure to protect 
against potentially life tlueatcning diseases. 
EtTorts must be intensified to increa.se the 
availability of immunization services and 
to ensure that all children are vaccinated at 
the recommended ages - especially 
preschot>l-iige children:

That additional capacity is not 
of major significance, but it is valuable as a 
future energy resource, Marshall said. 

"We’re going to have to have resources," 
Marshall said.. The company will assess 
available resources including encr^ con- 
servation and retro-fitting older facilities as 
well as undertaking new projects, he said. 

“You're getting to a point where you’re 
stacking dams and eliminating the last free- 
flowing stretches of the river," said Will 
Whelan of the Idaho Conservation League. 

The Middle Snake is a scenic, recreation- 
al river for Magic Valley residents. It pro- 
vides boating, wildlife, fishing and scenic 
- spots-including Box Canyon, Devils CorniJ,- - 
the Bridal Veil Falls estuary and Blucheort 
Springs. 

Future energy sourees will have to con- 
sider what the public is willing to accept as 
a trade-off, Marshall said. That trade-off 
mi^l be a cool-fired plant. ; 

"But the public con’t put the burden on 
Idaho Power,” he said. The utility has a 
mandate to serve. ”We can't refuse cus- 
tomers." 

If the proposed projects were added to 
Idaho Power's nine operating projects in 
this stretch of the river and its tributary, 
streams, the total capacity would be nearly 
500 megowatts, Idaho Power's entire sys- 
tem has a capacity of about 2,800 
megawatts. A megawatt is 1 million watts 
of po wer. 

That capacity would be enough to supply 
the Magic Valley's power consumption. In 
1989 this area used more than 2 million 
megawatt hours — about 32 percent of that 
was residential, 33 percent industrial and 
commercial and 35 percent irrigation. . 

’Hie existing plants produced 1,2 million 
megawatt hours in 1989. A total capacity of 
j OO megawatts could produce as much ns 
|^\4 million, megawatt hours, but only when 
the system Is operating at full copacity. 

"We rarely, if ever, reach that,” Idaho 
Power spokesman Jeff Beaman said.

Other dams create a head by backing up a 
large amount of water behind a concrete 
dam, such us the Hoover Dam on the Col- 
orado River or the Hells Canyon Dam on- 
the Snake, River astride the Idaho-Oregon 
border.

Idaho anti-abortion activists 
take heart at Souter nomination

TWIN FALLS' -■The presidenrof Righr 
to Life of Idaho said a new conservative 
configuration in the U.S. Supreme Court 
could prompt another attem pt to outlaw 
'abo'ftfdriTindahb; 

"The outcome of the elections will make 
a big difference with what wo do." Right to 
Life of Idaho President Debbie Roper said 
[-Monday . "W e ntfly-do-«veiything.-or-w&- 
may just go back and work on our parental 
consent law.” 

Although she doesn’t know federal ap- 
pellate judge David Souter or his record on 
abortion, Roper said his appointment to tlic 
nation’s highest court may tip the scales in 
favor of reversing Roc vs. Wndc, the land- 
mark 1973 decision which established the 


legal right to abortion. 

Souter, a fonner New Hampshire attor- 
ney general, was nomimated by President

who retired la.st Friday. Souter faces Senate 
confirmation. Brennan was one of the 
staunchest liberal votes on the court and a

More than 100 fires burning in Alaska, other Western states 


.ANCHOKAGli. Alaska (AI>) — 
Dense smoke on Monday obscured 
the more than 100 fires that had 
charred one million acres of forest 
and tundra, and the weatlicr re- 
mained warm and dry. 

.One fire burned witlun two miles 
of an underground section of the 
trans-AlasI^ oil pipeline. 

Smokejumpers and fire-fighting 
crews, who had been released afier 
showers helped dampen many of 
Alaslca's'fircsrv/cre being' recalled, 
said John Quinlcy, 4 .spokesman at 
Denali National Park. 

In the Lower 48, two dozen new 
firc.s were started by lightning in 
Washington slate. Crews made 
progress against other fires in that 
stale and in Utah, Oregon. California 
and Montana. 

' Crews in Alaska concentrated on 
just u few of the 121 fires reported 
burning across the central part of the 
state, said Trish Hogervorst-Rukke,

■About 3/j hours afler llie attack, 
park rangers found and killed a 45- 
to 50-pound female yearling moun- 
tain lion less than 100 yards from 
where the attack took place, Vander- 
biirsaid. 

The carcass is being taken lo 
Montana State University where 
tests will be conducted to sec if the 
animal might have hud rubies. 

Rangers temporarily closed the 
Apgar picnic area while a mountain 
lion tracker and dog searched for the 
cat, Vanderbilt said, adding that the 
dog picked up a “very strong scent” 
almost immediately. Park rangers 
armed with high-power rifles shot 
(he cat. 

Vanderbilt said officials have no 
idea why the mountain lion attacked. 
All indications arc that the children 
did-not provoke the cat in any way. 
she said. 

Vanderbilt added that mountain 
lion sightings in the Apgar area arc 
not unusual, but no one has ever 
been attacked before.

It was on (hat specific point that 
Fairchild lashed out at Johnson, ac- 
cusing the administration spokesman 
of "obvious and willful deceptions” 
in saying 'Andrus had proposed a 
package of ethics bills last winter 
that called for financial disclosure 
by all elected oHlcials. 

The OOP standard-bearer soid no 
legislation on that issue was ever 
prepared and no hearing ever re- 
quested and Johnson left the impres- 
sion there had been las( week. 

After Fairchild raised (he issue 
again last Wednesday. Johnson said. 
"There was virtually no Republican 
support for it. onc^ there was no hear- 
ing.” ■ 

The governor, in his Stale of the 
State address lost January, told law- 
makers that he would support man- 
dated financial disclosure if they 
pas.scd it. 


And at the same lime Fairchild 
was complaining that Johnson was 
misleading the public by .using the 
word “package" in connection with 
(he governor’s support of legislative 
concepts on the ethics issue, his own 
press, spokesman David S^.ott wa.s 
complaining. about-a.-pubUshed-rc- 
port identifying Fairchild os a 
“Fnrillnnd vinegar-maker.” Scott, 
said-Fatrehild owned a- factory that • 
made vinegar. 

As he lio.s in die past, Fairchild 
claimed Andrus has ri.scn from 
“meager means" to possessing the 
“trappings of wealth” since entering 
public ofltcc as a state senator 26 
years ago and the public had right to 
know the specifics. 

The governor, however, said he 
has held a full-time government of- 
fice for only 14 years, leaving him 
the other 27 years of his adult life to 
improve his financial situation iri the 
private sector. 

“Wc have been reasonably fru- 
gal.’’ he said. ’’Wc have made some 
business decisions. ... Wc have accu- 
mulated more resources than we had 
before.” 

But he denied that he ha.s risen to 
llic level of wealthy, and he also 
fired back at Fairchild by saying, 
“Not all my money has been spent 
on divorce lowycrs” — a reference 
to his opponent’s bitter divorce in 
(he mid 1980s. 

Fairchild .said he was again bring- 
jng up (he issue of financial disclo- 
sure and other politicol and cam- 
paign -reforms ^Kcause he believed 
they were omong the top issues in 
the 1990 campaign. 


Speed major factor in ’90 
Idaho highway fatalities

Driving loo fust was the greatest 
contributing factor in'fatal'accldcn&' 
in Idaho lost year, according to fig- 
ures from the Idaho Dqiartmcnt of 
Transportation. 

The department reported 238 peo- 
ple died in 212 traffic accidents in 
1989. Excessive speed was- involved 
in almost a quarter of the accidents, 
followed in frcqucncyby inattentive 
driving and alcohol. 

Tlic latest figures arc down slight- 
ly from 1988, when 257 pcopTc died 
in 228 uccidenks statewide, 

Ihc records also show most acci- 
dents happen on diy, striii^t 
.stretches of road. About 77 percent 
of fatalities happened in clear weath- 
er and more than 84 percent hap- 
pened on dry roads. 

Loren Clork, accident records su- 
pervisor for the Office of Highway 
Safety, said, “People usually drive 
slower in adverse road conditions. 
They arc more cautious, so it's less 
likely they’ll be killed in an acci- 
dent. 


• “Driving down u straight stretch 
of dry, low-voiumc highway during 
daylight is when most fatal accidents 

Shelly more than half (51 per- 
cent) of fatal accidents happen at 
night. Virtually all the fatal acci- 
dents statewide happened on com^. 
plcted roads in good repair. About 
70 percent of the accidents happened 
on two-lane roadways. 

Clark said few accidents are 
caused by roads in poor condition. 

Men were also much, more likely 
to be die drivers in fataf accidents. 
Last year, 209 males and ju.st 84 fc- ' 
males were drivers in fatal accidents. 

The number of fatalities on Idaho 
roads has decreased considerably 
over die post IS years, said Pat 
Raino, acting administrator of (he 
Office of Highway Safety. 

Raino said annual ralnlilie.s on 
Idaho roads averaged about 350 per 
year in the 1970s, when Idaho's 
population wa.s considerably smaller 
and scat belt usage was less than 10 
percent. She said about 35 percent of 
Idaho drivers now use sent belts.

In the process, 
he told the opponents how to beat a 
small slam. 

Against any lead but a club, South 
has no problems winning 12 tricks. 
The club lead is fatal because it es- 
tablishes a defensive club trick be- 
fore East's diamond king Is 
dislodged. 

“I had to try for the grand." ex- 
plained North. “Had you had the di- 
amond king instead of the spade 
king, we would have had an ca.sy 13 
tricks." 

"Very true." replied South. "Nev- 
■crthelcss, your scientific approach 
made it easy for West to find the 
killing lead." 

. Why did West make the excellent 
choice of a club? Although East had 
opened one spade, it was obvious 
that the opponents held great 
strength. And since East failed to 
double either two spades or four di- 
amonds to suggest a lead, it was 
most reasonable that his main 
strength lay in clubs. 

A grand slam would have yielded 
. 2210 points: a small slam M30 or 
’14S0. Obviously the extra points 
were not worth risking the loss of 
the small slam.

How soon we forget. 

It was only a few short months 
ago that Mercedes-Benz stopped 
selling dicsel-powcred cars in the 
' form of the l^D. 

Yet it 'denied cons ago since 
wc last sat behind the wheel of 
an oil burner and had to put up 
with two of the reasons the en- 
gine wasn't universally success- 
ful — having to wail for glow

A. Check any anatomy text- 
book. Tlie lens of the eyeball in- 
verts the entering light, so the im- 
age of the world is projected up- 
side-down on the back of the reti- 
na.

So why do we sec the world 
right side up? 1110 fact is, we do 
see the world upside down, sort 
of We just don’t realize it We dc- 
flne “up” os that which hits the 
bottom of our retina, and “down" 
as that which hits the top. More- 
over, "down” nnd.Vup" are merely 
social conventions that we learn as 
we grow up. We are told that 
“down” is the direction of gravita- 
tioiml pull. If we were told that 
gravity pulled us “up” to the 
ground “over our feet” then we’d 
be content with that, too. TTiis is 
because there is no up and down 


in nature. 

Confused? Tty this: Pretend you 
ore, in fact, upside down.

Now let's go to the scientific lit- 
erature. 'Thcre.havc been several 
experiments in which pe&ple wore 
funny goggles equipped with in- 
verting prisms, causing the ground 
to hit the lower p irt of the retina 


and ijie sky to hit the upper part. 
The goggle-wearers were initially 
discombobulated. They didn’t feci 
upside down, exactly, because all 
their visual cues were ^11 lined up 
correctly — and gravity still 
pulled them toward the ground at 
their feet.
